The  state  Department  of  Corrections  settles  a 
lawsuit  that  calls  for  adequate  and  confidential 
medical  services  for  prisoners  with  AIDS  and 
HIV.  A  district  court  is  expected  to  ratify  the 
settlement  in  early  December.

HARTFORD — Lawyers  for  Connecticut 
prisoners  recently  announced  a 
groundbreaking  settlement  of  a  lawsuit 
demanding  appropriate  and  confidential 
medical  services  for  prisoners  with  AIDS. 
The  settlement,  hailed  by  some  as  the  most 
progressive  yet  in  the  U.S.,  has  been 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Corrections 
(DOC)  and  is  awaiting  ratification  by  a  U.S. 
District  Court  Dec.  4. 

The  agreement  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  infectious  disease  specialist 
services  at  every  facility,  access  to  special 
diets,  appropriate  drugs,  and  referrals  for 
prisoners  when  they  are  released.  It  also 
limits  access  to  prisoner  files  by  Corrections 
staff  and  requires  that  health  care  providers 
examine  and  question  prisoners  away  from 
other  inmates  and  staff.  Prisoners  entering  the 
system  who  are  deemed  to  be  at  high  risk  for 
AIDS  would  be  offered  HIV  testing  and 
counselling. 

“With  this  settlement,  Connecticut  has  the 
most  enlightened  policy  in  the  country,”  said 
Judy  Greenspan  of  the  Prisoner  Project  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU). 
“It’s  a  very  significant  step  forward.” 

The  settlement  marks  the  end  of  a  two-year 
battle  by  prisoners,  the  Connecticut  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (CCLU),  and  Yale  Legal 
Services  to  force  state  corrections  officials  to 
halt  abusive  practices  against  prisoners  with 
AIDS.  When  the  class  action  suit  was  filed  in 
August,  1988,  corrections  officials  were 
marking  the  cells  and  the  belongings  of  HIV 
positive  prisoners  with  prominent  red  dots  to 
indicate  their  status.  According  to  Shelley 
Geballe  of  CCLU,  prisoners  often  discovered 
the  results  of  an  HIV  test  “when  red  dots 
started  appearing  on  all  of  their  stuff.” 

In  addition  to  the  absence  of  HIV  post-test 
information  and  counselling,  the  state  DOC 
failed  to  provide  adequate  medical  care. 
“Medical  care  was  inadequate,  as  a  baseline, 
and  there  was  no  continuity  of  care,”  Geballe 
told  GCN.  “Often,  when  prisoners  were 
transferred,  their  medical  records  were  not 
transferred  with  them,  and  someone  who  had 
been  getting  AZT  would  no  longer  be  able  to 
get  it,”  she  said. 

The  first  part  of  the  suit,  argued  by  Geballe 
and  John  Pottenger,  Jr.  of  Yale  Legal 
Services,  was  settled  in  May,  1989,  when  the 
DOC  agreed  to  provide  information  to  all 
incoming  prisoners  about  AIDS  transmission, 
to  abolish  the  red  dot  system,  and  to  provide 
pre-  and  post-HIV  test  counselling. 


Geballe  said  the  settlement  on  that  part  of 
the  suit  came  when  “it  became  apparent  that 
the  state’s  own  witnesses  were  sounding  like 
ours.  They  were  talking  about  the  need  for 
confidentiality  and  pre-  and  post-test 
counselling,”  during  a  16-day  hearing.  After 
that  initial  hearing,  the  state  decided  that 
negotiating  a  settlement  would  be  less  costly 
than  continuing  to  litigate  the  case. 

After  a  year  of  further  negotiation,  the  two 
sides  have  reached  a  new  agreement,  filed  in 
U.S.  District  Court  Oct.  31.  A  “fairness 
hearing,”  required  under  federal  law  for  all 
settlements  in  class  action  hearings,  is 
scheduled  for  Dec.  4. 

The  new  settlement  provides  for  more 
strict  confidentiality.  Inmates  will  be  able  to 
file  their  requests  for  medical  care  in  a  locked 
box,  and  health  care  staff  must 
privately — and  promptly — inform  them  of 
the  results  of  any  medical  tests. 

The  agreement  also  provides  for  improved 
continuity  of  care,  as  well  as  a  strict  schedule 
of  medical  screening  and  health  care  for 
prisoners  who  are  HIV  positive  or  who  have 
AIDS.  Health  care  providers  must  also 
inform  prisoners  about  the  nature,  risks  and 
benefits  of  any  medical  treatment  before  it  is 
undertaken.  And,  perhaps  most  importantly, 
the  settlement  provides  for  a  monitoring 
board  that  includes  representatives  from 
CCLU  and  Yale  Legal  Services,  as  well  as 
the  state,  that  will  make  regular  reports  about 
prisons’  compliance  with  the  agreement. 

Connecticut  at  the  forefront 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  litigation  in 
Connecticut  has  provided  a  significant 
victory  for  prisoners  who  are  HTV  positive  or 
have  AIDS.  In  Doe  v.  Meecham,  the  state  was 
forced  to  stop  segregating  prisoners  with 
AIDS.  And,  she  said,  “When  Massachusetts 
saw  that  Connecticut  was  mainstreaming 
prisoners  with  AIDS,  Massachusetts  did  it  on 
its  own.”  (See  GCN.  Feb.  25  1990)  Shortly 
afterward,  following  a  similar  victory  for 
prisoners  in  California,  Arizona  also 
desegregated  its  prisons. 

The  ACLU  is  currently  appealing  a 
decision  in  Alabama  that  allows  a  quarantine 
policy  (see  GCN,  Feb.  4,1990). 

In  addition,  recent  legislation  and  legal 
action  have  put  Connecticut  at  the  forefront 
in  releasing  terminally  ill  prisoners.  A 
“compassionate  release”  program  allows 
prisons  to  release  inmates  who  do  not  pose  a 
“risk  to  society"  and  who  are  terminally  ill.

Lesbian  seeks  visitation 
rights  in  custody  battle 

A  case  in  which  the  non-biological  co-parent  of  a  child  is 
seeking  the  right  to  visit  the  child  following  her  break-up  with 
her  lover  raises  difficult  questions  about  lesbian! gay  parenting

NEW  YORK — In  a  case  that  may  lead  to 
statewide  recognition  of  same-sex  couples  as 
parents,  lesbian  and  gay  legal  activists  here 
are  arguing  that  a  lesbian  parent  who  is  not 
biologically  related  to  the  child  she  raised 
with  her  former  partner  has  the  right  to  visit 
the  child.  After  two  lower  courts  dismissed 
the  case,  Alison  D.  v.  Virginia  M.,  the  New 
York  Court  of  Appeals  recently  scheduled 
arguments  in  the  matter  for  March  20. 
Lesbian,  gay,  feminist  and  children’s 
advocates  around  the  U.S.  have  voiced  their 
support  of  Alison,  the  non-biological  parent 

“It’s  pure  and  simple  homophobia,”  said 
Paula  Ettelbrick,  legal  director  at  Lambda 
Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund, 
commenting  on  the  case’s  earlier  dismissals. 
“State  courts  have  always  dealt  with 
questions  of  fairness  around  alternative 
families,  but  here  they  were  sort  of  stopping 
cold.”  Ettelbrick  told  GCN  that  although 
there  are  similar  cases  pending  in  mid-level 
courts  in  New  Mexico  and  California,  the 
Alison  D.  case  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  obtain 
a  hearing  in  a  state’s  high  court. 

Lambda  is  representing  Alison,  who  raised 
a  child  with  her  lover  Virginia  until  1983, 
when  the  couple  separated  after  a  seven-year 
relationship.  At  that  time,  the  two  women 
agreed  to  a  visitation  schedule  that  gave 
Alison  regular  contact  with  the  two-and-a- 
half  year-old  boy.  In  1987,  however,  Virginia 
cut  all  contact  between  Alison  and  the  child. 
Alison  has  been  petitioning  New  York  courts 
for  visitation  since  then. 

Ettelbrick  added  that  an  important 
consideration  for  her  was  to  argue  Alison’s 
case  “and  not  undercut  the  biological 
mother’s  rights.”  In  the  larger  context  of  a 
court  system  that  often  makes  it  difficult  for 
biological  mothers  to  gain  access  to  their 
children  after  a  separation,  said  Ettelbrick,  it 
is  crucial  that  arguments  for  a  non-biological 
mother’s  rights  not  be  at  the  biological 
mother’s  expense.  “It’s  important  that 
Virginia  agreed  to  the  terms  of  visitation,” 


Ettelbrick  said.  “It’s  also  important  that 
Alison  had  visitation  for  four  years.”  She 
said  that  Virginia’s  initial  agreement  to  share 
responsibility  for  their  son,  along  with  the 
evidence  that  Alison  has  a  long-term 
commitment  to  him,  should  compel  the  court 
to  focus  on  the  terms  of  the  parents’ 
separation,  instead  of  trying  to  establish  a 
single,  “real”  mother. 

“We’re  hopeful,”  said  Sally  Goldfarb, 
senior  staff  attorney  at  NOW  Legal  Defense 
and  Education  Fund.  “The  facts  of  the  case 
are  very  persuasive.”  The  NOW  Fund  is  one 
of  several  organizations  that  has  filed  a 
“friend  of  the  court”  brief  on  Alison's  behalf. 
Such  briefs  serve  to  augment  lawyers’ 
arguments  by  offering  expert  or  experienced 
perspectives  on  aspects  of  a  legal  matter. 
Goldfarb  said  the  the  Fund,  like  Lambda,  is 
concerned  that  the  rights  of  biological 
mothers  not  be  undermined  by  the  case;  but 
she  added,  she  didn’t  think  it  was  a  danger  in 
this  instance.  “Our  point  of  departure  is  that 
they  voluntarily  entered  into  an  agreement,” 
said  Goldfarb. 

“Regardless  of  how  the  facts  play  out, 
we’re  raising  this  as  a  constitutional  matter," 
said  William  Rubenstein,  director  of  the 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Civil  Rights  Project  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU). 
The  ACLU  has  also  filed  a  brief  on  Alison’s 
behalf. 

“Our  argument  is  that  to  deny  [Alison]  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  showing  of  evidence  is 
to  deny  the  rights  of  the  child  to  meaningful 
association,”  said  Rubenstein.  As  for  the 
question  of  whether  a  non-biological  mother 
in  a  lesbian  co-parenting  situation  is  legally  a 
parent,  Rubenstein  said,  evidence  like  the 
earlier  dismissal  of  the  Alison  case  indicates 
that  the  courts  simply  don’t  acknowledge 
non-heterosexual  family  structures.  “It’s  like 
a  bar  on  the  courthouse  door,”  he  said. 

Rubenstein  added  that  because  the  Alison 
case  is  being  heard  in  New  York’s  highest 
court,  the  stakes  are  particularly  high  for  the 
legal  recognition  of  lesbian  and  gay  co-

Gay  teacher  draws  fire 
for  coming  out  to  class 

EUGENE,  Ore. — A  University  of  Oregon 
law  professor  who  came  out  to  his  class  on 
Oct.  11,  National  Coming  Out  Day,  was 
pressured  by  the  school’s  administration  into 
apologizing  to  the  class. 

An  undisclosed  number  of  students 
complained  to  Law  School  Dean  Maurice 
Holland  that  instructor  Greg  Johnson’s 
statements  in  his  classroom  were  a  means  of 
“converting"  them  to  homosexuality.  After 
meeting  with  the  law  school’s 
administration,  Johnson  read  an  in-class 
apology  to  his  students. 

At  a  Nov.  15  hearing  about  the  in-class 
apology,  however,  about  200  law  students 
turned  out  to  support  Johnson.  Holland 
quickly  deserted  that  meeting,  saying  he 
objected  to  the  presence  of  media.  Johnson 
and  Holland  met  with  three  law  students  the 
next  day  and,  according  to  Johnson,  “agreed 
to  disagree.” 

While  Johnson  had  been  rehired  for  next 
year,  he  said  that  the  administration  held  out 
the  possibility  that  he  would  not  be  rehired 
“as  a  veiled  threat"  if  he  did  not  apologize  in 
class. 

Johnson  came  out  to  his  Legal  Research 
and  Writing  students  during  a  discussion 
about  Bowers  v.  Hardwick,  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  that  upheld  Georgia’s 
sodomy  law.  The  administration  based  its 
complaints  on  a  school  regulation  that  says 
that  teachers  should  not  introduce  irrelevant 
controversial  material. 

Johnson  said  that  in  his  statement,  he 
apologized  “if  I  was  too  strident,”  but  did 
not  apologize  for  coming  out.  “I  told  them,  ‘I 
still  think  you  are  better  off  knowing  I  am 
gay,”’  he  said. 

University  President  Myles  Brand  told  the 
press  that  the  controversy  had  been  resolved 
“to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties,”  and  that 
Johnson  and  Holland  respected  each  other’s 
positions.  However,  both  Johnson  and 
Holland  looked  uneasy  as  the  president  made 
the  statement. 

Holland,  who  said  he  was  not 
“consciously”  homophobic,  described 
Johnson’s  treatment  by  the  administration  as 
the  “gentlest,  mildest,  friendliest.” 

But  Johnson  countered,  “I  think  the  dean 
[Holland]  needs  to  apologize  not  just  to 
lesbian  and  gay  law  students,  but  to  all  law 
students."

Gay  elf  charged  with 
harassment 

BUFFALO,  N.Y. — A  dispute  between  a 
shopping  mall  and  the  gay-owned  company 
that  supplies  it  with  Santas  and  elves 
escalated  into  public  controversy  here,  as 
holiday  performers  began  picketing  the  retail 
center  last  week.  The  hostility  began  when 
management  at  the  Seneca  Mail  charged  that 
an  elf  employed  by  Old  Style  Music  had 
harassed  a  mall  patron.  Seneca  management 
demanded  that  Old  Style  fire  the  elf,  but  the 
Santa  company’s  owner  refused,  and  mall 
management  threatened  to  terminate  Old 
Style’s  contract.  “I  was  sitting  on  the 
throne,”  said  Bemie  Zolnowski,  Old  Style 
owner  and  Santa,  “when  [the  mall  manager] 
came  up  to  me  and  said,  ‘You’ve  got  to  fire 
your  elf.”’  Apparently,  said  Zolnowski,  an 
elf  had  approached  a  female  shopper  and 
said,  “I  want  to  molest  your  body.” 
Zolnowski  told  GCN  he  didn’t  believe  the 
management,  however,  because  the  elf  in 
question  is  gay. 

Seneca  management  told  Zolnowski  that  if 
he  did  not  fire  the  accused  elf,  the  mall 
would  terminate  Old  Style’s  contract. 
Zolnowski  did  not  tell  Seneca  managers 
about  the  elf’s  sexuality,  he  said,  because  he 
doubted  they  could  legally  break  their 
contract  without  producing  a  statement  from 
the  patron  who  claimed  to  have  been 
harassed. 

Kevin  Hejminowski,  the  elf,  told  GCN 
that  he  had  not  been  involved  in  any  incident 
of  harassment  Mall  management  could  not 
be  reached  by  press  time  to  comment  on  the 
charge. 


decided  to  picket  the  mall. 

After  the  Nov.  24  picket,  at  which  Old 
Style  employees  wore  their  Christmas 
costumes,  local  media  took  notice  of  the 
controversy.  In  particular,  said  Zolnowski, 
“Everyone  wanted  to  know,  ‘Why  are  [you] 
standing  by  this  elf?”’  Finally,  he  said,  he 
held  a  press  conference  and  announced  that 
Hejminowski  is  gay.  “That  set  the  press, 
locally,  on  its  ass,”  said  Zolnowski. 

Meanwhile,  he  said,  Old  Style  is  filing  suit 
against  the  mall  for  a  total  of  S2.25  million 
in  damages.

Florida  activists 
regroup  after  loss 

FORT  LAUDERDALE,  Fla. — Following 
a  bitter  political  loss  in  a  September 
referendum  on  lesbian  and  gay  rights,  a  new 
gay  organization  here  has  declared  a  boycott 
of  all  the  businesses  that  contributed  to  the 
anti-gay  campaign.  The  group.  Gays  United 
to  Attack  Repression  and  Discrimination 
(GUARD),  has  moved  other  lesbian  and  gay 
organizations  to  endorse  the  idea  of  a 
boycott.  GUARD  is  the  only  group  actively 
pursuing  the  post-referendum  campaign. 

The  ballot  question,  which  came  before 
Broward  County  voters  Sept.  4,  would  have 
added  sexual  orientation  to  the  categories 
protected  from  discrimination  under 
Broward’s  human  rights  ordinance.  After  a 
nationally-scrutinized  campaign  that 
galvanized  southern  Florida’s  lesbian  and 
gay  rights  movement  and  pitted  it  against 
right-wing  religious  lobbyists,  the  measure 
lost  by  a  margin  of  59  to  41  percent. 

“A  boycott  has  more  appeal  than 
practicality,  “  said  Allan  Terl,  a  local  gay 
lawyer  who  helped  organize  the  pro-gay 
campaign  last  summer.  Terl  added,  however, 
that,  “Many  of  us  are  prepared  to  be 
supportive.”  He  told  GCN  that  Broward’s 
gay  Democratic  club,  for  instance,  endorsed 
GUARD’S  idea  at  a  recent  meeting,  but  was 
not  planning  to  participate  officially. 

Pat  McGary  of  United  Citizens  for  Human 
Rights  (UCHR),  another  local  lesbian  and 
gay  organization,  told  GCN  that  UCHR  had 
also  voiced  support  for  the  idea  of  a  boycott, 
but  was  reluctant  to  participate  in  GUARD’S 
campaign  because  of  reports  that  GUARD 
has  been  harassing  people  who  voted  against 
the  ordinance.  “UCHR  is  not  going  to 
participate  in  that  kind  of  stuff,”  said 
McGary. 

GUARD  was  not  available  for  comment 
by  press  time.

Promising  cancer  drug 
blocked  by  anti¬ 
abortionists 

WASHINGTON — Researchers  testified 
Nov.  19  that  years-long  research  using  RU- 
486  to  treat  Cushing’s  Syndrome,  breast 
cancer,  and  a  number  of  other  medical 
problems  is  being  halted  because  of  anti¬ 
abortion  protests. 

Rousel-Uclaf,  the  French  company  that 
produces  RU-486,  told  researchers  that  it 
could  no  longer  guarantee  a  supply  of  the 
drug,  which  has  been  marketed  in  France  as 
a  safe  and  effective  alternative  to  surgical 
abortion.  Rep.  Ron  Wyden  (D-Ore.),  chair  of 
the  committee  sponsoring  the  congressional 
hearing,  told  the  Boston  Globe  that  at  least 
10  major  clinical  trials  of  non-abortion  uses 
of  RU-486  have  been  halted.  Wyden  said 
that  he  blames  the  Bush  administration  and 
the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA) 
for  the  unavailability  of  the  drug. 

In  June  1989,  the  FDA,  citing  safety 
concerns,  instituted  an  “import  alert”  on  RU- 
486,  banning  anyone  from  bringing  the  drug 
into  the  country  for  personal  use.  The  ban 
apparently  caused  the  already  skittish  French 
drug  company  to  further  clamp  down  export 
of  the  drug  to  the  U.S.  According  to  Wyden, 
the  import  alert  was  imposed  under  pressure 
from  anti-abortion  Congress  members, 
including  Reps.  William  Dannemeyer  (R- 
Calif.)  and  Henry  Hyde  (R-Ill.). 

Many  researchers  believe  that  RU-486 
may  be  effective  against  breast,  uterine,  and 
brain  cancer.  It  is  also  believed  to  halt  the 
progress  of  Cushing’s  Syndrome,  a  hormonal 
disorder  that  is  sometimes  fatal. 

If  RU-486  were  to  receive  FDA  approval 
for  any  one  of  these  medical  conditions, 
doctors  could  legally  prescribe  it  for 
abortion.

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Smithsonian  to  collect 
lesbian  and  gay  artifacts 

Lesbian!  gay  rights  advocates  and  feminists  hail  the  move  as 
'incredible'  and  ’ nothing  short  of  a  miracle'

WASHINGTON--The  prestigious 
Smithsonian  Institution  has  formally 
accepted  artifacts  from  “the  cause  of  gay 
rights  and  political  activism”  documenting 
the  struggles  of  gay  men,  lesbians  and 
feminists  “working  together  to  gain 
equality.” 

“History  is  our  future,”  said  veteran  gay 
activist  Vernon  Mitchell,  who  donated 
several  articfacts  he  has  collected.  “Unless 
it’s  preserved  for  our  posterity,  the  gay  and 
lesbian  quest  for  equality  is  seriously 
hampered.  [Our]  community’s  memorabilia 
has  finally  been  received  formally  at  the 
Smithsonian.  It’s  incredible.” 

Museum  officials  inexplicably  delayed 
announcement  of  the  acquisition,  despite  an 
acknowledgement  by  the  director  of  the 
National  Museum  of  History,  Roger  G. 
Kennedy,  that  it  “represents  a  significant  part 
of  the  political  history  of  our  time.” 

Kennedy  welcomed  gay,  lesbian  and 
feminist  leaders  to  a  private  ceremony  Oct. 
24,  during  the  week  the  U.S.  Congress 
considered  the  Smithsonian’s  funding. 
Invitees  included  representatives  from  the 
National  Organization  for  Women  (NOW), 
the  National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task  Force 
(NGLTF),  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Alliance 
Against  Defamation  (GLAAD),  and  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  (HRCF). 

Three  days  later,  museum  officials 
breathed  sighs  of  relief  as  Congress 
approved  $327.8  million,  well  above  the 
Bush  administration’s  request.  It  also 
modified  the  federal  tax  code,  allowing 
donors  of  valuable  art  to  museums  in  1991  to 
deduct  the  work’s  full  market  value. 

“It’s  very  exciting,”  said  Rosemary 
Dempsey,  NOW’s  Vice-President  for  Action. 
“When  such  an  establishment  museum 
publicly  accepts  —  and  begins  to  build  what  I 
hope  will  someday  see  the  light  of  a  public 
exhibition  —  we  will  be  here  in  the  midst  of 
establishment  Washington  with  an  extensive, 
prideful  showing  of  our  history.” 

“Knowledge  of  our  history  and  our  heroes 
are  the  prerequisites  for  pride  and  gaining 
equality,”  Mitchell  agreed.  “We  have  existed 
in  every  culture.  We  are  everywhere.  This 
formal  acquisition  is  one  more  milestone  in 
gaining  equality.  Our  history  has  found 
another  great  harbor  and  we’re  grateful.” 

“It’s  the  most  significant  acquisition 
representing  the  gay  movement  for  our 
collection  so  far,”  said  Supervising  Curator 
Keith  Melder.  “I’m  tickled.  It  adds  a  whole 
new  dimension  to  this  whole  field. 
Preservation  of  [such]  things  are  important  in 
and  of  themselves.  Objects  of  this  kind  tend 
to  get  lost  or  destoiyed  over  time.  This  way 
we  have  a  permanent  piece  of  this 
movement’s  history.” 

“This  is  a  notable  honor  to  our 
community,  to  be  taking  our  rightful  place 
with  other  social  change,  dissent  movements 
in  this  country,”  said  Urvashi  Vaid,  NGLTF’s 
executive  director.  She  and  other  reception 
participants  conceded  that  a  gay/lesbian 
presence  in  the  nation’s  foremost  federal 
museum  might  provoke  objections. 

Vaid  applauded  the  museum’s  “persistance 
in  pushing  for  this  collection  and...  going 
after  something  that  is  still  hotly  contested, 
namely  gay  and  lesbian  equality.  I’m  sure 
you  had  to  jump  through  a  lot  of  hurdles.  I’m 
very  proud  you  were  able  to  persevere  and 
succeed." 

“There’s  always  controversy,”  said 
Melder.  “We  had  [it]  over  the  civil  rights 
movement  of  the  1960s,  for  example.  Over 
time,  as  these  things  become  more  integrated 
inot  the  American  past,  the  controversy  fades 
[because]  whether  it’s  controversial  or  not, 
it’s  a  piece  of  the  past,  a  piece  of  the  story  of 
American  life,  and,  for  that  reason,  demands 
preservation.” 

Celebrating  who  we  are 
The  artifact  that  started  the  bid  for  the  new 
collection  was  a  banner,  donated  by  gay 
activist  Mitchell,  from  the  NOW-sponsored 
April  1989  March  far  Women’s  Equality  and 
Lives  in  Washington. 

The  banner  “said  something  never  in  print 
before:  ‘Men  for  Women’s  Equality,’  ”  said 
Mitchell.  “To  keep  it  smooth  and  subtle  and 
maintain  the  power  of  the  women,  we  put  a 
pink  triangle  behind  ‘men,’  which  then  said, 
‘gay  men  for  women’s  equality.’” 

At  the  march,  the  banner  caught  the  eye  of 
Smithsonian  Curator  Edith  R  Mayo.  Mayo 
then  initiated  the  new  acquisition. 

“This  represents  an  additional  aspect  of 


the  larger  movement  of  human  rights  and 
equality  we  have  tried  to  represent  in  the 
museum  since  the  1960s  civil  rights 
movement,”  said  Mayo. 

Activists  praised  Mayo  for  adding  a 
potentially  controversial  collection  at  a  time 
when  the  musuem  is  experiencing 
management  shake-ups  and  fears  that  major 
financial  problems  will  lead  to  program  cuts, 
more  dismissals,  and  further  restructuring  of 
what  many  consider  a  "beloved  institution." 

“My  eternal  gratitude  goes  to  Edith 
Mayo,”  said  Mitchell.  “The  acquisition  was 
nothing  short  of  a  miracle  and  a  lot  of  hard 
work  --  a  very  delicate  operation.” 

NOW’s  Dempsey  praised  Mayo’s 
landmark  acquisition  as  “the  first 
acknowledgment  or  public  acceptance  of 
articles  that  have  come  out  of  the  gay  and 
lesbian  political  movement.” 

GLAAD  director  Karin  S.  Schwartz  noted 
another  unique  value  of  the  artifacts.  “We’re 
used  to  thinking  of  the  gay  and  lesbian 
movement  in  terms  of  discrimination, 
defamation,  bias  laws,  unfairness  and 
oppression,"  she  said.  “This  is  a  recognition 
that  our  community  creates  history,  isn’t  only 
obsessed  with  gaining  equality,  but  is  also 
about  celebrating  who  we  are.” 

At  Mitchell’s  invitation,  GLAAD  will 
donate  two  items  documenting  important 
gay  and  lesbian  premiers:  a  commemorative 
poster  of  the  first  lavedar-lighting  of  the 
Empire  State  Building  during  last  June’s 
Pride  week  and  the  only  gay-related  U.S. 
Post  Office  cancellation.  The  stamp  features 
intertwined  figures  drawn  by  the  late  Keith 
Haring  celebrating  the  twentieth  anniversary 
of  the  Stonewall  Riots. 

Artifacts  donated  by  Mitchell  include: 

*a  “No  on  [the  anti-gay  Lyndon] 
Larouche”  poster 

*a  full  set  of  the  paper  “Collage” 
promoting  the  1987  March  on  Washington 
for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights 

*a  placard  from  NGLTF’s  Privacy  Project 
that  reads,  “Never  another  jailed  for  love!” 

♦buttons,  bumper  stickers  and  leaflets 
from  various  causes 

For  now,  the  items  will  be  stored  in  a  non¬ 
public  area,  but  “in  the  long  run,  we  hope  to 
have  a  display  on  social  protest,”  said 
Melder,  although  “nothing  is  planned  right 
now.” 

Two  years  ago,  the  Smithsonian  began 
acquiring  commemorative  panels  from  the 
NAMES  Projects  AIDS  memorial  quilt. 
“The  quilt  speaks  to  something  different,” 
said  Dempsey,  who  is  also  chair  of  NOW’s 
Lesbian  Rights  Committee. 

“It’s  certainly  a  piece  of  gay  and  lesbian 
political  history,  but  it  is  more  a  piece  that 
reaches  out  across  all  those  borders,"  she 
said,  adding,  “but  this  [new  material]  is 
specific  memorabilia  to  a  quest  for  power,  a 
quest  of  the  coming  out  of  a  minority  with 
almost  no  rights  status  into  the  light  of  day 
and  into  the  light  of  power.”

Formerly,  prisoners  either  died  in  prison  or 
were  released  only  when  they  were  at  the 
point  of  death. 

The  Connecticut  medical  settlement,  says 
Greenspan,  “in  some  sense  proves  what  we 
have  been  saying  all  along — that  it  is 
economically  more  feasible  for  a  state  to 
provide  decent  care  for  prisoners  with 
AIDS”  because  of  the  high  cost  of  lawsuits 
and  liability.  (The  settlement  allows 
Connecticut  prisoners  to  preserve  their  right 
to  sue  if  they  believe  their  health  was 
irreparably  harmed  by  DOC  policies. 
According  to  Geballe,  a  number  of  prisoners 
have  chosen  to  exercise  that  option,  and  may 
pursue  individual  lawsuits  against  the  state.) 

Improved  medical  care,  however,  does  not 
by  any  means  solve  all  the  problems  for 
prisoners  with  AIDS,  said  Greenspan. 
“Prison  is  medically — and  in  every  other 
way — the  worst  place  for  people  with  AIDS 
and  HIV,”  she  said.  Even  if  a  prison  could 
provide  all  of  the  services  and  medical  care 
that  were  available  to  people  outside,  “the 
difference  between  being  in  prison  and  not 
being  in  prison  is  control.  And  we  know  that 
people  who  are  involved  in  their  treatment 
live  longer,”  said  Greenspan.  “A  three-year 
sentence  for  a  prisoner  with  AIDS  is  a  death 
sentence,”  she  said.  However,  Greenspan 
added,  the  Connecticut  settlement  is  still  “a 
very  significant  step  forward." 


Activists  protest  at 
officials  conference 


Two  separate  groups  demonstrate  against  'divisive'  practices 
within  the  lesbian  and  gay  community

BOSTON — The  Sixth  International 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Elected  Officials 
Conference,  held  here  Nov.  16-18,  was  the 
site  of  two  protests,  both  aimed  at  perceived 
divisiveness  within  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community. 

One  group  of  activists  demonstrated 
against  conference  organizer  and  City 
Councillor  David  Scondras,  whose  role  in  the 
conference  was,  they  said,  “hypocritical,” 
given  his  opposition  of  openly-gay 
Republican  candidate  Mike  Duffy  during 
local  elections  this  year.  Queer  Nation 
activists  also  gathered  to  protest  the  presence 
of  Bay  Windows  editor  Jeff  Epperly,  citing 
what  they  deemed  anti-activist  news 
coverage  and  a  news  staff  estranged  from  the 
gay  and  lesbian  community. 

A  group  of  about  two  dozen  activists 
gathered  outside  of  the  conference  to  protest 
Scondras’  opposition  to  Duffy  during  the 
latter’s  campaign  against  incumbent  Rep. 
Byron  Rushing(D-South  End)  this  fall.  Mark 
Goshko,  who  attended  the  demonstration, 
told  GCN,  “The  protest  was  not  against  the 
conference  itself;  it  was  a  protest  against  the 
fact  that  Scondras  was  the  host  of  a 
conference  aimed  at  getting  gay  people 
elected  to  office,  just  10  days  after  he  worked 
against  a  gay  person’s  being  elected.” 
Goshko  emphasized  that  the  demonstration 
“was  not  [comprised  of]  gay  Republicans  per 
se.”  He  added,  “Some  people  were  members 
of  Mike  Duffy’s  campaign,  and  some  people 
were  not.” 

Abner  Mason,  who  organized  the  protest. 


called  Scondras’  actions  during  the  Rushing 
/Duffy  contest  “blatantly  hypocritical." 
Mason,  who  calls  himself  “a  lifelong 
Democrat,”  told  GCN,  “Hypocrisy  is  a  bad 
thing;  it  ought  not  to  be  anymore  welcome  in 
the  gay  community  than  it  is  anywhere  else." 

According  to  Mason,  Scondras  endorsed 
Rushing  early  on  in  the  campaign.  “If  he’d 
only  done  that,"  Mason  said,  “I  wouldn’t 
have  had  such  a  problem.”  The  problem 
came.  Mason  continued,  when  Scondras 
“wrote  numerous  articles  attacking  Duffy,” 
and  “spoke  out  quite  passionately  for 
Rushing.”  According  to  Mason,  Scondras 
also  “stood  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day, 
telling  people  not  to  vote  for  the  gay 
candidate.” 

Mason’s  anger  was  exacerbated,  he  said, 
by  what  he  called  “blatant  race-baiting"  on 
Scondras’  part.  According  to  Mason, 
Scondras  said  that  because  Rushing  is  Black, 
members  of  the  Black  community  would  be 
“watching  white  gay  men”  to  see  which  way 
they  voted.  Said  Mason,  “As  a  Black  man,  I 
found  that  particularly  offensive.” 

Mason  added  that  he  was  not  satisfied  with 
Scondras’  explanations  for  his  alignment 
with  Rushing.  “Scondras  said  that  Rushing  is 
part  of  a  coalition  between  Blacks,  lesbians, 
gays,  Hispanics,  and  other  people  of  color," 
Mason  said.  “I  think  that’s  true. ..but  a 
coalition  can  only  work  if  we  respect  each 
other’s  needs.  To  assume  that  Black  people 
would  be  so  stupid  or  selfish  that  we  would 
quit  a  coalition  because  gay  people  decide  to 
have  direct  representation  is  insulting.”

Teenager  sentenced  to 
use  birth  control 

Some  reproductive  rights  activists  compare  the  decision  to  past 
U.S.  government  sterilization  policies

JACKSONVILLE,  Fla. — In  a  sentence 
reproductive  freedom  advocates  are 
comparing  to  the  U.S.  government’s  forced 
sterilization  policies  of  earlier  decades,  a  17- 
year-old  here  who  admitted  to  smothering 
her  newborn  was  sentenced  to  two  years  of 
jail,  and  required  to  use  birth  control  for  10 
years  following  her  release. 

The  sentence  was  handed  down  Nov.  13 
against  the  teenager,  Tracy  Wilder,  who  is 
Black,  after  she  pleaded  guilty  to 
manslaughter.  Under  a  plea  bargain,  Judge 
Lawrence  Haddock  of  the  Duval  County 
Circuit  Court  required  10  years  of  probation, 
during  which  time  Wilder  must  finish  high 
school,  receive  psychological  and  birth 
control  counselling,  and  use  birth  control. 

Wilder  gave  birth  in  the  bathroom  of  a 
Jacksonville  hospital  emergency  room  last 
April,  apparently  after  being  unaware  of  her 
pregnancy.  Wilder’s  mother  had  taken  her  to 
the  hospital  after  the  teenager  complained  of 
pain  and  said  she  was  passing  blood. 
According  to  the  police,  Wilder  told 
investigators  that  she  had  never  been 
pregnant  or  had  sexual  intercourse. 

Wilder  wrapped  the  newborn  in  plastic  and 
left  it  in  the  bathroom  wastebasket. 

“This  is  so  clearly  a  case  not  of  murder  or 
manslaughter,  but  of  a  teenager  who  was 
deeply  distressed  and  confused,”  said  Ana 
Ortiz,  a  Boston  reproductive  rights  activist. 
“There’s  no  doubt  that  a  white  teenager  of  a 
different  class  and  social  setting  would  be 
perceived  with  pity  and  compassion,  not 
denied  reproductive  freedom  for  the  next  10 
years  of  her  life.” 

“The  essential  values  of  this  case  are  not 
different  from  sterilization  abuse — the 
sterilization  of  women  under  coercion  by 
those  with  power — in  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs  hospitals  in  the  1970s,  in  Puerto  Rico 
in  the  1950s  through  the  early  1970s,  or  in 
North  Carolina  by  the  Eugenics  Board  in  the 
1960s,”  Ortiz  told  GCN. 

Overt,  U.S.  government-sponsored 
sterilization  of  women,  particularly  women 
of  color,  was  largely  halted  in  a  series  of 
legal  actions  in  the  late  1960s  and  1970s.  In  a 
case  against  the  North  Carolina  Eugenics 
Board,  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
(ACLU)  was  able  to  show  that  the  standard 
of  “mentally  defective”  employed  by  the 


Board  in  practice  meant  Black  and/or 
illiterate. 

Beverly  Smith,  another  Boston 
reproductive  freedom  activist,  agreed  that  the 
birth  control  requirement  is  “tantamount  to  a 
temporary  forced  sterilization.”  However, 
Smith  told  GCN,  “The  prior  conditions — that 
the  girl  didn’t  know  she  was  pregnant  or  was 
in  denial  about  being  pregnant — are  as  much 
abrogations  of  her  reproductive  rights  as 
anything  else.” 

The  sentence  poses  other  problems  as 
well.  The  birth  control  requirement  assumes 
that  reproductive  freedom  is  not  a 
fundamental  right,  according  to  Talcott  Camp 
of  the  Reproductive  Freedom  Project  ACLU 
“You  can’t  give  up  a  fundamental  right  as  a 
condition  of  probation,”  said  Camp.  “You 
could  not  require  a  man  convicted  of  slander 
to  give  up  his  right  to  free  speech  after  he  got 
out  of  jail,”  she  told  GCN. 

Camp  noted  the  difference  between  this 
case  and  another  celebrated  infanticide  case. 
In  1976,  a  white  teenager  at  the  exclusive 
Miss  Porter’s  prep  school  in  Connecticut  left 
her  dead  newborn  under  a  bed  in  a  dorm 
room.  “Her  identity  was  never  made  public, 
and  she  was  never  sentenced  by  the  legal 
system,”  said  Camp.  The  15-year-old  was 
briefly  hospitalized,  then  sent  home  to  her 
parents.  According  to  Camp,  the  Miss 
Porter’s  headmaster  was  quoted  in  the 
Hartford  C  our  ant  discussing  the  “ordeal  and 
trauma”  that  the  student  must  have 
experienced. 

Camp  said  that  the  charge  of  manslaughter 
was  “unusual,”  as  was  the  jail  sentence. 
Citing  three  similar  cases  in  the  last  two 
years.  Camp  said  that  none  of  the  young 
women  had  received  jail  sentences.  “The  fact 
is  that  it’s  not  that  uncommon — any  number 
of  girls  are  getting  pregnant  and  don’t 
understand  it,”  she  said. 

The  sentence  was  particularly  surprising 
given  the  legal  precedents  in  Florida,  Camp 
said.  In  1989,  the  Florida  Supreme  Court 
enjoined  a  state  statute  requiring  parental 
notification  for  teenagers  seeking  abortions. 
The  justices  found  that  under  the  Florida 
Constitution,  the  right  to  privacy  is 
fundamental.  Many  reproductive  rights 
activists  argue  that  the  right  to  have  a  child, 
or  to  not  have  a  child,  is  legally  protected  by

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  writing  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Juan  Cusido 
Ojeda,  seeking  your  help  against  his  open 
discrimination,  harassment  and  lack  of  safety 
based  upon  his  being  infected  with  the  AIDS 
virus. 

The  jail  administration  and  the  Alaska 
Department  of  Corrections  have  harrassed 
this  person  to  the  extent  that  he  has  placed 
himself  on  a  hunger  strike  which  has  been  for 
about  30  days  now.  He  knows  no  one  that 
will  support  him  and  his  cause. 

Mr.  Ojeda  is  Cuban  bom  and  his  English 
isn’t  that  good,  and  he’s  basically  from  the 
New  York  City  area.  Mr.  Ojeda  has  no  family 
nor  friends  for  support  or  correspondence 
since  his  incarceration  and  he  has  been  tested 
positive  for  the  AIDS  virus. 

Mr.  Ojeda’s  main  intentions  as  to  his 
hunger-strike  is  for  the  D.O.C.  to  stop 
discriminating  against  him  and  allow  him  to 
participate  in  open  population  or  to  be 
contracted  out  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Prisons  where  he  will  have  a  better  chance  to 
communicate  with  people  of  his  nationality. 

The  Department  of  Corrections  has 
classified  Mr.  Ojeda  as  maximum  custody. 
Their  only  basis  for  justification  on  such  a 
high  custody  level  stems  from  an  assault 
incident  which  has  exceeded  2  years,  well 
before  he  was  tested  for  the  AIDS  virus. 

While  serving  time  in  the  disciplinary 
infraction,  he  was  tested  and  came  up 
positive.  The  results  of  that  test  further 
enhanced  a  non-offical  justification  of 
keeping  Mr.  Ojeda  in  such  a  high  custody 
level  (discrimination  and  harassment). 

What  I  am  personally  requesting  for  the 
benefit  of  Mr.  Ojeda  as  well  as  for  current 
and  future  incarcerated  people  infected  with 
the  AIDS  vims  in  Alaska  custody  is  that  you 
submit  an  inquiry  to:

Intentionally  provocative 

Dear  GCN: 

I’m  very  glad  that  Erika  Noebel  wrote  in 
response  to  my  article  on  k.d.  lang.  This  is 
exactly  the  kind  of  discussion  that  I  hoped 
would  be  generated  by  my  intentionally 
provocative  opinions.  I  think  Ms.  Noebel  and 
I  agree  that  k.d.  lang  is  in  fact  working  very 
powerful  political  change  because  she  has 
made  herself  appealing  to  all  kinds  of  people 
who  do  not  necessarily  espouse  progressive 
values.  I  wrote  extensively  on  that  point  and 
had  hoped  that  I  had  made  it  clear,  k.d. 
lang’s  courage  to  maintain  her  personal 
integrity  is  deeply  inspiring  to  me,  and 
clearly  to  many  thousands  of  other  people. 

But  I  think  Ms.  Noebel  and  I  disagree  on 
two  other  crucial  points.  I  do  not  beleive  that 
coming  out  would  be  “the  kiss  of  death”  for 
lang.  lang  is  already  vigorously  disrupting 
gender  norms,  the  cardinal  sin  in  a  patriarchy, 
as  a  protest  against  male  control.  She 
accomplishes  this  while  simultaneously 
demonstrating  that  she  does  not  hate  men. 
She  clearly  loves  her  male  (except  for  her 
backup  singer)  band,  of  whom  she  says, 
“They’re  friends  and  family.  And  we  love 
what  we  do."  And  she  clearly  includes  all  of 
her  audience  in  her  graditude  for  their 
support.  I  doubt  if  she  took  the  next  step  in 
coming  out  that  she  would  lose  much  of  her 
audience,  some  of  whom  already  remain 
faithfu  despite  (and  I  would  argue  even 
because  of)  her  “eccentricity.”  Her  particular 
magic  is  her  ability  to  make  disrupting  the 
present  system  of  power  relations  feel 
attractive.  If  her  audience  has  already  been 
drawn  into  that  magic,  then  1  predict  that  she 
will  be  able  to  continue  using  her  charm  to 
entice  these  people  into  letting  go  of  another 
piece  of  their  assumptions  about  what 
“normal”  is.  My  fantasy  is  that  k.d.  lang 
coukl  use  her  powerful  magic  to  lure  people 
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SAFER  SEX  AND 
DRUG  USE  GUIDELINES 

GC/V  otters  these  guidelines  for  all  of  us  who  are  making  decisions  about  sex  and  drug  use  in  the  midst  ot  the  AIDS  epidemic. 

HIV  is  a  virus  widely  thought  to  be  a  cause  of  AIDS.  The  highest  concentrations  ot  HIV  are  found  in  blood  and  semen.  So  it's 
important  to  avoid  any  way  in  which  HIV-infected  blood  or  semen  can  get  from  one  person's  body  into  another  person's 
bloodstream. 

•  Fucking  (anal  and  vaginal)  without  a  condom  and  sharing  needles  account  for  almost  all  the  documented  cases  of  HIV 
transmission. 

•  Oral  sex  without  a  condom  or  dental  dam  accounts  for  a  very  few  documented  cases  of  HIV  transmission. 

•  Other  ways  of  transmitting  HIV  that  have  not  been  documented  but  which  could  be  theoretically  risky  include:  listing,  linger 
fucking,  rimming,  deep  kissing,  sharing  uncleaned  dildos.  The  theory  here  is  that  any  way  HIV-infected  bodily  fluids  get 
from  one  person  into  another  involves  risk.  For  example,  HIV  could  be  transmitted  it  a  person  with  a  cut  on  their  hand 
fistfucked  their  partner  and  caused  bleeding  in  their  rectum  or  vagina. 

HOW  TO  PLAY  SAFER 

Only  you  can  decide  what  risks  you  are  willing  to  take.  Some  people  use  safer  sex  practices  with  alt  their  partners.  Other  people 
make  decisions  about  the  risks  they  are  willing  to  take  based  on  their  own  and  their  partners'  sexual  and  drug  use  history  and/or 
HIV  status.  People  also  make  decisions  based  on  how  comfortable  they  feel  negotiating  safer  sex  in  any  particular  situation.  It  you 
and  your  partner  have  not  talked  about  past  practices  and/or  HIV  status,  don't  make  assumptions.  (For  example,  many  lesbians 
have  had  unprotected  intercourse  with  a  man  in  the  last  ten  years.) 

•  Use  a  condom  when  fucking.  On  the  condoms,  use  water-based  lubricants  like  KY.  Oil-based  lubricants  like  Crisco, 
Vaseline,  and  baby  oil  may  make  condoms  break. 

•  Use  a  condom  when  sucking  dick  if  your  partner  is  going  to  come  in  your  mouth.  It  HIV-infected  cum  or  pre-cum  gets  in 
your  mouth,  it  may  get  in  your  bloodstream  through  cuts  in  your  gums  or  sores  in  your  mouth. 

•  Use  dental  dams  (latex  squares)  when  going  down  on  a  woman  it  she  is  having  her  period  or  has  a  vaginal  infection. 
Menstrual  blood  and  secretions  from  vaginal  infections  have  more  HIV  than  healthy  vaginal  secretions  or  urine.  No 
information  has  been  gathered  about  the  concentration  ot  HIV  in  female  ejaculate.’ 

•  Use  latex  gloves  for  fisting  or  tinger-tucking  it  you  have  any  sores  or  cuts  on  your  hands. 

•  Keep  semen  and  Wood  (including  menstrual  blood  and  Wood  drawn  trom  piercing,  cutting  or  shaving)  out  of  your  vagina, 
anus,  mouth,  or  breaks  in  your  skin. 

•  It  you  share  dildos,  vibrators  or  other  sex  toys,  use  a  new  condom  each  time,  or  dean  toys  with  hydrogen  peroxide  or  soap 
and  water. 

•  Alternative  insemination  may  put  you  at  risk.  Discuss  this  risk  with  potential  donors  or  sperm  banks 

•  Massage,  hugging,  dirty  talk,  role-playing,  masturbation  (solo,  with  a  partner,  in  a  group)  and  other  activities  that  don't  let 
Wood  or  semen  into  your  Woodstream  are  sate. 

•  Alcohol,  poppers  or  other  drugs  may  lower  your  ability  to  make  good  dedsions  Many  people  have  reported  that  they  haw 
been  unaWe  to  maintain  safer  sex  pradices  alter  getting  high. 

•  Good  nutrition,  lots  ot  rest,  exercise  and  nonabuse  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs  may  help  you  tight  all  illnesses,  mduding 
AIDS. 

INTRAVENOUS  DRUG  USE 

•  Don't  share  works  (needles,  syringes,  droppers,  spoons,  cottons  or  cookers)! 

•  It  you  must  share  or  re-use  works,  dean  them  before  and  after  each  injection  as  follows:  dip  needle  and  works  into  Weach, 
draw  up  and  release  three  times,  dip  needle  and  works  into  Iresh  water,  draw  up  and  release  three  times.  In  an  emergency, 
rubbing  alcohol  or  vodka  can  be  used  instead  ot  Weach.  Or  you  can  boil  works  that  aren't  plastic  in  water  lor  at  least  15 
minutes.  (Use  a  Iresh  solution  each  time  you  clean  your  works.)

out  of  their  homophobia  and  into 
understanding  that  homosexuality  is  not 
about  hatred,  but  rather  about  legitimizing 
empowering  options  for  everyone,  that  is, 
love. 

In  fact,  even  as  I  write  this  letter,  I  learn 
that  k.d.  lang  has  just  tried  to  come  out,  but 
the  men  in  control  at  ABC  TV  are  censoring 
her.  She  is  one  of  the  twenty  internationally 
popular  artists  to  participate  in  the  Red,  Hot 
and  Blue  album  and  video  project  that 
revitalizes  Cole  Porter’s  music  as  a  benefit 
for  AIDS  research  and  relief.  The  album  was 
just  released  this  week,  and  the 
corresponding  TV  program  is  due  to  be  aired 
December  1st.  However,  all  videos 
containing  any  homosexual  material  are 
being  censored,  including  k.d.’s  version  of 
“So  In  Love,”  sung  very  explicitly  to  her 
dying  female  lover. 

I  agree  with  Ms.  Noebel  that  none  of  us 
should  tell  anyone  how  to  live.  I  would  never 
publish  my  article  in  a  newspaper  whose 
readership  did  not  already  know  of  k.d. 
lang’s  sexual  orientation,  precisely  because  I 
do  not  believe  that  I  have  the  right  to  make  a 
decision  for  anyone  else  about  how  and 
where  they  should  be  out.  It  also  is  not  up  to 
me  to  determine  how  k.d  lang  should 
manage  her  coming  out  process,  a  process 
we  all  know  is  never  finished.  Negotiating 
the  myriad  pitfalls  of  heterosexism 
unfortunately  requires  astute  strategy.  Being 
an  obvious  lesbian  without  ever  using  that 
word  has  worked  for  her  up  to  now.  And  I 
argue  that  it  has  worked  largely  because  of 
the  courageous  groundwork  laid  by  the  entire 
lesbian  and  gay  community,  including  other 
visibly  lesbian  performers. 

Here  is  where  I  think  Ms.  Noebel  and  I 
disagree  on  the  second  point.  I  do  believe 
that  we  bear  responsibility  to  one  another,  a 
responsibility  to  acknowledge  gratitude,  and 
a  responsibility  to  consider  the  impact  of  our 
actions  on  each  other.  In  my  opinion,  the 
philosophy  of  the  right  to  privacy  deludes  us 
into  thinking  that  we  do  not  affect  each  other. 
I  believe  we  would  be  better  served  by  an 
ethical  guideline  to  cause  the  most  good  and 
the  least  harm.  The  women’s  movement  has 
always  understood  that  the  most  intimate 
details  of  the  personal  are  very  political. 
Dating  back  to  before  the  turn  of  the  century, 
lesbianism  generates  such  strong  fear  in 
people  who  believe  they  stand  to  gain  from 
the  present  system.  I  am  one  of  those 
lesbians  that  does  not  believe  that  my 
orientation  is  nobody’s  business.  No,  I  don’t 
want  Jesse  Helms  in  my  bedroom.  And  no,  I 
don’t  believe  that  k.d.  lang  has  to  tell  us  who 
she’s  sleeping  with.  (I  will,  however,  be 
forever  grateful  to  Ferron  for  naming  her 
lover  publicaly  on  stage — and  to  her  lover 
for  being  willing  to  be  named.)  That  is  not 
the  point. 

TTie  point  is  that  I  can  only  contribute  to 
the  project  of  challenging  the  “naturalness” 
of  the  dominant  gender/sexuality  system  that 
exists  to  normalize  the  exploitation  of 
women  if  my  orientation  is  known.  There 
have  been  many  occasions  in  my  life  when 
in  retrospect  I  have  regretted  remaining 
closeted.  My  silence  at  those  moments  was 
not  necessary  to  protect  me  and  only 
reinforced  the  power  of  homophobia.  I  wrote 
my  ariticle  in  the  hope  that  whoever  read  it 
would  think  about  the  impact  we  have  when 
we  remain  silent.  Because  k.d.  lang  is  such 
an  influential  role  model  for  lesbians,  her 
silence  has  been  giving  us  the  message  that 
we  must  capitulate  to  the  heterosexual 
hegemony.  With  her  Red,  Hot  and  Blue 
contribution,  however,  this  message  is 
clearly  changing.  I  am  absolutely 
delighted — and  utterly  infuriated  that  her 
work  is  being  censored. 

No  matter  what  personal  choices  we 
make,  these  choices  will  always  affect 
others.  We  can  never  be  out  of  this  world.

Some  thoughts  about  pornography

Dennis  Barrie,  the  director  of  the 
Contemporary  Arts  Center  in  Cincinnati  was 
acquitted  by  a  jury  on  charges  that  his  exhibit 
of  Robert  Mapplethorpe’s  photography 
violated  local  obscenity  laws.  It  was  the  first 
case  in  which  an  art  gallery  was  tried  on 
obscenity  charges.  It  probably  won’t  be  the 
last.  Barrie’s  trial,  and  the  current  debate 
centered  around  funding  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  has  challenged  me 
to  think  about  where  I  stand  on  the 
pornography  issue. 

During  my  college  years,  I  was  very  much 
opposed  to  pornography.  I  belonged  to  a 
women’s  group  committed  to  ending 
violence  against  women.  We  believed  that 
pornography  contributed  to  violence  against 
women,  so  we  targeted  stores  where 
pornography  was  sold  and  committed  acts  of 
civil  disobedience  to  draw  attention  to  the 
issue.  Our  favorite  action  was  to  enter  the 
store,  one  by  one,  and  stick  pieces  of  chewed 
up  gum  in  die  pages  of  the  girlie  magazines. 
This  rendered  it  impossible  for  the  would-be 
pornography  observer  to  enjoy  the 
centerfold.  At  20,  the  issue  was  easy  for  me. 
I  was  anti-pornography.  Being  a  feminist, 
and  a  person  generally  to  the  left  on  most 
issues,  it  did  concern  me  that  I  found  myself 
on  the  same  side  as  several  outspoken  ultra¬ 
conservatives. 

For  example,  Jerry  Fawell  wants  to  end 
pornography.  So  does  Jesse  Helms.  They 
think  that  Mapplethorpe’s  work  is 
pornographic  and  probably  think  that  Dennis 
Barrie  deserves  to  spend  a  year  in  jail  for 
displaying  it  at  the  Cincinnati  gallery.  I 
imagine  if  either  of  these  noble  men  read  my 
lesbian  poetry,  they’d  want  to  put  me  in  jail, 
too.  The  recent  tidal  wave  of  suppression  of 
First  Amendment  values  and  its  threat  to 
personal  expression  has  caused  me  to  re¬ 
evaluate  my  stance  on  pornography. 

-  Webster's  defines  pornography  as  “the 
depiction  of  erotic  behavior  designed 
primarily  to  cause  sexual  excitement.”  Using 
this  definition,  my  lesbian  poetry  is  definitely 
pornographic.  So  too  are  Mapplethorpe’s 
photographs  and  Playboy  magazine.  Do  I 
want  to  ban  these  forms  of  expression?  Can 
some  forms  be  legitimately  censored  and 
others  not?  More  importantly,  who  makes  the 
decision? 


My  personal  definition  of  pornography  is 
the  exploitation  of  one  person  in  a  violent  or 
humiliating  way  for  the  enjoyment  of 
another.  Usually  the  exploited  person  is 
politically  less  powerful  than  the  exploiter. 
Women  are  exploited  for  the  enjoyment  of 
men.  Children  are  exploited  for  the 
enjoyment  of  adults.  To  me,  pornography 
encompasses  a  larger  venue  than  typical 
forums  of  expression  such  as  “adult” 
magazines,  books,  and  movies. 
Advertisements  often  border  on  the  verge  of 
obscenity.  Every  day  we  are  swamped  with 
images  of  women  (and  men  to  a  lesser 
extent)  using  their  sexuality  to  try  to  sell  us 
something.  The  problem  with  setting  hard 
and  fast  rules  governing  expressive  choice  is 
that  each  person  changes  the  rules  to  exclude 
those  forms  of  expression  considered 
objectionable.  While  I  would  not  want  my 
poetry  or  Mapplethorpe’s  photographs 
banned,  I  wouldn’t  mind  censoring  the 
advertisers  or  some  of  the  porno  magazines. 
While  this  choice  is  fine  for  me,  I  am  willing 
to  admit  it  is  not  a  good  model  for  designing 
a  legal  code  for  governing  our  society. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  grappled  with  the 
pornography  issue  starting  in  1957  with  Roth 
v.  United  States,  in  which  they  decided  that 
“obscenity  is  not  within  the  area  of 
constitutionally  protected  speech  or  press,” 
and,  therefore,  could  be  regulated.  However, 
the  difficulty  in  defining  the  contours  of 
obscenity  prompted  Justice  Stewart  to  write 
in  Jacobellis  v.  Ohio,  “I  shall  not  today 
attempt  to  further  define  the  kinds  of  material 
I  understand  to  be  embraced  by  the  term 
hard-core  pomograpy;  and  perhaps  I  could 
never  succeed  in  intelligibly  doing  so.  But  I 
know  it  when  I  see  it....” 

Justice  Brennan,  a  great  legal  scholar  and 
good  liberal,  finally  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  describing  a  workable  legal  standard 
was  impossible.  In  his  dissent  in  Miller  v. 
California,  he  wrote: 

Any  effort  to  draw  a  constitutionally 
acceptable  boundary  on  state  power 
must  resort  to  such  indefinite 
concepts  as  “prurient  interest" 

“patent  offensiveness,”  “serious 
literary  value,”....  The  meaning  of 
these  concepts  necessarily  varies 
with  the  experience,  outlook,  and 
even  idiosyncrasies  of  the  person 
defining  them. 

Like  Justice  Brennan,  I  have  come  to  the 


conclusion  that  a  workable  definition  for 
regulating  pornography  is  not  possible.  The 
ultimate  cost  of  living  with  the  First 
Amendment  is  enduring  the  sometimes 
offensive  expression  of  others. 

For  example,  2  Live  Crew  was  also  on 
trial  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.;  charged  with 
violating  obscenity  laws  because  of  their 
sexually  explicit  rap  lyrics.  [2  Live  Crew  was 
acquitted  of  all  charges.]  I  personally  find  2 
Live  Crew's  rap  songs  offensive,  so  why 
should  I  care  if  Florida  or  any  other 
legislature  passes  laws  banning  it?  But  what 
makes  me  think  that  my  Women’s  Music 
won’t  be  next  in  line?  I’m  sure  Jesse  Helms 
and  “Americans  for  the  Preservation  of  the 
Family”  could  find  a  lot  to  censor  in  the 
songs  of  Cris  Williamson  and  Meg  Christian. 
These  songs  are  actually  more  dangerous  to 
the  values  the  conservatives  are  trying  to 
protect  than  those  of  2  Live  Crew. 

I’ve  tried  to  think  of  a  simple  definition  for 
regulating  obscenity,  such  as  allowing  all 
forms  of  sexual  expression  unless  they 
involve  the  use  of  violence.  If  people  want 
to  humiliate  themselves  by  listening  to  2 
Live  Crew,  that’s  their  problem,  but  as  a 
society  we  must  protect  people  from 
violence.  However,  this  definition  silences 
sadomasochism.  What  about  publications 
such  as  On  Our  Backsl  Do  I  want  these 
banned?  Certainly  a  lot  of  the  lesbian  (and 
heterosexual)  community  perceives  S  &  M  as 
harmful,  but  should  it  be  outlawed?  I  think 
not. 

The  fact  is  that  today  I  find  myself 
supporting  2  Live  Crew,  a  band  that  in  my 
mind  has  few  redeeming  characteristics.  I 
identify  with  their  struggle.  It  is  my  struggle, 
too.  Maybe  not  today,  but  probably 
tomorrow.  The  powers  that  would  silence 
our  voices  are  strong.  If  we  resist  together, 
then  we  may  survive.  Dennis  Barrie  was, 
after  all,  acquitted  by  a  jury  of  his  peers.  The 
House  of  Representatives  voted  against 
attempts  to  impose  further  restrictions  on  the 
NEA.  These  actions,  at  least,  are  a  sign  that 
there  is  some  hope  for  freedom  of  expression 
in  the  United  States.

involved  is  under  way.  And  more  systematic 
measures  are  being  taken  to  ensure  the 
protection  of  the  rights  of  all  individuals  and 
to  develop  cooperative  relations  between  the 
gay  community  and  the  police  officers. 

On  the  first  of  September  of  this  year,  a 
new  code  of  ethics  that  applies  to  all  Qu6bec 
police  officers  has  come  into  force  and 
should  help  to  improve  the  relations  between 
the  forces  of  law  and  order  and  the  citizens 
they  have  a  duty  to  protect.

Stand  up  and  be  counted 

Dear  GCN: 

I  would  like  to  address  the  issue  that  I 
have  not  been  noticing  in  your  paper  about 
gays  in  prison  standing  up  for  their  rights 
which  seems  to  be  everyone’s  main  concern. 

I  understand  it  may  be  all  right  for  other 
prisoners  in  different  prisons  to  do  so, 
however  I  am  in  a  military  prison  (Fort- 
Leavenworth)  where  they  have  so  many 
military  rules  we  still  have  to  follow  even 
though  most  of  us  are  discharged.  Among 
them  is  a  sexual  misconduct  rule,  where  if 
two  consenting  adults  are  caught  doing  what 
they  enjoy  with  each  other,  they  get  charged 
and  sent  to  the  Hole  for  a  minimum  of  3-6 
months. 

The  first  time,  along  with  Good  Conduct 
time  taken  away,  we  get  other  punishment 
and  have  to  suffer  stigmatization.  Every  time 
after  that,  the  time  spent  in  solitary 
confinement  is  enlarged  so  you  can  see  how 
difficult  it  is  for  us  here. 

Once  caught  for  sexual  misconduct,  you 
can  almost  give  up  on  being  released  on 
parole  because  it’s  not  going  to  happen!  I 
have  had  one  intimate  relationship  so  far  that 
was  wonderful  but  had  to  end  it  because  of 
the  fear  of  being  caught  (I  hope  he  will 
forgive  me). 

I  am  enrolled  in  college  courses  to  better 
myself  for  society  and  to  show  this 
institution  I  wish  to  better  myself.  I  find  your 
paper  to  be  a  big  moral  booster  for  me  and 
just  wanted  to  let  the  other  readers  know  it’s 
not  so  easy  for  the  gays  in  the  United  States 


Disciplinary  Barracks  to  stand  up  and  be 
accounted  for. 

Thank  you  for  your  time  and  I  hope  you 
will  let  the  other  readers  know  how  hard  it  is 
to  be  accounted  for  when  the  institution 
(govt./military)  knocks  you  down.

Who  are  the  “criminals”? 

Dear  GCN, 

The  system  has  become  the  whipping  boy 
of  the  last  couple  of  decades.  The  term 
obvOusly  has  many  meanings.  There  is  only 
one  usage  in  which  it  has  come  to  include  all 
aspects  of  handling  crime  and  criminals. 
More  precisely,  we  talk  about  the  criminal 
justice  system.  Although  the  system  is  hardly 
the  word  if  by  it  you  mean  order  and 
coherence.  Our  whole  approach  to  handling 
crime  and  criminals  is  in  a  state  of  confusion 
and  flux.  Who  are  the  “criminals”? 

There  are  serious  conflicts  in  purpose; 
grave  doubts  in  the  public  mind.  What  are 
we  trying  to  accomplish  through  our  courts? 
Punishment?  Revenge?  Or  retribution? 
Deterrence?  Rehabilitation?  Or  some 
combination?  You  may  hear  much  discussion 
about  goals,  methods  and  facilities.  It  will  be 
useful  for  you  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
direction  the  “system”  is  going. 

For  prisoners,  each  institution  has  a  cadre 
of  social  workers — case  managers —  who 
handle  the  relationships  of  inmates  to  the 
institution,  to  parole  boards,  etc.  They 
monitor  progress  and  failure,  sit  in  on  staff 
consultations  regarding  specific  inmates  and 
take  care  of  much  of  the  paperwork  each 
inmate  generates.  Food  services,  records, 
industry,  education,  and  maintenance  all 
have  boxes  on  the  organizational  chart,  as 
well  as  compliments  of  managers  and 
workers. 

Yet,  life  in  prison  does  nothing  to 
encourage  maturity,  with  the  single 
exception  that  it  offers  you  time  for 
reflection.  Scarcely  a  climate  for  personal 
growth — when  the  inmate  has  no  control 
over  anything  other  than  his  mind.  And,  at 
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times,  personal  thought  has  a  bitter  legacy  of 
hate.  Some  observers  state  that  most  men 
confined  over  3  or  4  years  have  an  impaired 
capacity  to  function  apart  from  an 
institutional  setting,  many  become 
institutionalized. 

For  the  “ex  con”,  they  are  suddenly  back 
in  their  hometown,  getting  off  a  bus.  They 
have  only  the  clothes  on  their  back  and  $40. 
Nowhere  to  stay,  no  job,  and  no  prospects. 
The  feelings  you  have  generated  in  this 
roleplay  are  simply  a  shadow  of  the  real-life 
despair  men  and  women  leaving  prison  face 
every  day.  There  are  certain  needs  almost  all 
ex-offenders  share:  housing,  a  job, 
vocational  training,  family,  counseling,  help 
with  addiction  problems,  financial 
counseling,  friends,  and  “acceptance.” 
However,  for  the  “gay”  ex-  offender,  male  or 
female,  this  is  expecially  disturbing. 
Discrimination  means  fewer  opportunities 
both  inside  prison  and  out.  One  must  be 
prepared  for  the  psychological  repercussions 
that  the  “system”  has  caused.  Groups  are 
greatly  needed  to  help  the  gay  ex-offender 
get  started  on  the  “outside”.  I  am  a  gay 
prisoner — I  know.  I’m  gay  and  I’m  proud! 
And  I  desperately  need  GCN' s  support. 

All  are  human.  So  let’s  find  a 
solution — now — before  it’s  too  late.

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Protests 
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Mason  also  disagreed  with  the  assertion  that 
Scondras’  endorsement  was  based  on  party 
loyalty.  “If  that  was  the  case,”  said  Mason, 
“then  he  would  have  supported  John  Silber.” 

A  statement  issued  by  Scondras’  office 
stated  that  the  city  councillor  would  “not 
comment  further”  on  the  protesters  “because 
to  do  so  would  feed  into  their  efforts  to 
divide  people  against  each  other.” 

In  an  unrelated  demonstration.  Queer 
Nation  activists  protested  Epperly’s  presence 
on  a  panel  entitled  “Managing  the  Media,”  a 
discussion,  they  argued,  to  which  Epperly 
was  ill-equipped  to  contribute.  Queer  Nation 
activist  Kelly  McSorlee,  who  handed  out 
fliers  describing  Epperly’s  news  coverage  as 
“very  biased,”  told  GCN  that  a  group  of 
Queer  Nation  members  met  with  Epperly  the 
Thursday  prior  to  the  conference.  “We 
decided  that  nothing’s  going  to  change,”  said 
McSorlee,  who  added  that  Epperly’s 
coverage  reflects  a  “personal  vengeance 
against”  Queer  Nation  and  similar  direct 
action  groups. 

Neil  Cronin,  a  Queer  Nation  member  who 
attended  the  media  panel,  told  GCN  that  the 
protest  was  based  upon  what  he  called  “a 
division  between  Bay  Windows  reporters  and 
the  people  in  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community.”  Cronin  described  Epperly’s 
news  reporters  as  “representing  a  single 
class,  gender,  and  age  group.”  Epperly,  he 
added,  prohibits  his  reporters  from  joining 
political  groups.  This  policy,  Cronin  said, 
has  “further  estranged”  the  paper  from  the 
community  it  purportedly  represents.  Said 
Cronin,  “You  can’t  call  yourself  a 
spokesperson  for  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community  and  not  have  a  single  staff  news 
reporter  that’s  a  lesbian.”  He  added  that,  “by 
not  becoming  affiliated  with  political 
groups,”  Bay  Windows  reporters  “miss  their 
only  chance  to  become  educated  about 
lesbian  politics.” 

At  the  panel,  Cronin  and  fellow  Queer 
Nation  member  Laurie  Holmes  questioned 
Epperly  about  the  staff  makeup,  and  about 
the  paper’s  policy  of  discouraging  political 
activism.  “[Epperly]  replied  that  the  people 
on  the  panel  weren’t  here  to  discuss  that,” 
Cronin  said,  “and  we  answered  that  we  were 
here  to  discuss  how  the  media  managed  the 
community.”  A  discussion  with  the  panel’s 
other  members  followed,  Cronin  added, 
during  which  Boston  Globe  reporter  Kay 
Longcope  “supported  the  concept  of 
standing  back  from  the  community.” 
Longcope  told  GCN,  “I  told  [the  Queer 
Nation  activists]  that  every  newspaper  has  a 
place  for  opinion,  but  it’s  not  in  the  news 
columns.  My  feeling  is  that  you  best  serve 
your  readers  by  reporting  and  by  not  being 
an  advocate.” 

According  to  the  protesters,  however, 
Epperly’s  policy  of  political  detachment  does 
not  keep  his  news  section  objective.  Cronin 
charged  that  Epperly  “fails  to  keep  his 
editorial  opinions  to  the  editorial  pages.”  He 
maintained  that  the  editor’s  biases  were 
instead  “sprinkled  throughout  the  news 
stories."  Cronin  cited  headlines  such  as 
“Queer  Nation  Bombs  out”  as  evidence  of 
Epperly’s  anti-activist  prejudice. 

"If  he  doesn't  like  it,”  Cronin  said,  “he  can 
editorialize  against  it,  but  he  can’t  hold 
himself  out  as  the  newspaper  of  the  gay 
community,  then  leave  out  details  or  lie 
about  news  events.  That’s  dangerous.” 

Lesbian 
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parenting.  “If  we  win  this  case,  that  means 
it’s  true  all  across  New  York  State,”  he  said. 
Such  a  victory  would  give  lesbians  and  gay 
men  unprecedented  access  to  some  of  the 
benefits  that  heterosexual  couples  enjoy,  said 
Rubenstein.  Possibly,  he  said,  lesbians  and 
gay  men  could  begin  to  “use  the  judicial 
system  to  mediate  [custody]  disputes." 

‘Doing  this  for  our  kids’ 

“We  have  numerous  families  not  unlike 
those  in  the  case,"  said  Wayne  Steinman  of 
Center  Kids,  a  project  of  the  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Community  Center  in  New  York 
City.  The  group  works  with  lesbian  and  gay 
parents  and  their  children,  and  also  filed  a 
pro-Alison  brief.  “Center  Kids  feels  very 
strongly  that  we  should  protect  the  rights  of 
non-legal  parents  as  well  as  those  of  legal 
parents,"  Steinman  told  GCN.  "It’s  very 
important,  since  our  family  structures  are  not 
recognized  by  law,  to  assert  how  important 
they  are. 

“We’re  doing  this  for  our  kids,"  he 
continued,  saying.  “Kids  do  not  have  the 
capacity  to  understand  court  decisions  in 
favor  of  the  ‘legal’  parent  when  emotionally, 
psychologically,  they  knew  two  parents.” 


Steinman  also  said  that  Center  Kids  is 
working  to  establish  extra-legal  means  of 
negotiating  same-sex  parenting  disputes.  For 
instance,  he  said,  the  group  is  training 
mediators  to  deal  with  lesbian  and  gay 
custody  disputes,  to  avoid  the  traditionally 
hostile  judicial  system.  In  addition,  “One  of 
the  things  we’re  all  advocating  is  not  only 
co-parenting  agreements,  but  some 
document  accounting  for  the  possibility  of 
separation,  as  a  way  to  stay  outside  the  court 
system  where  we  don’t  get  recognition.  But 
it’s  difficult,  because  you’re  sitting  down  and 
saying,  ‘Okay,  what  are  we  going  to  do  when 
we  break  up?”’ 

‘Hot  okay’ 

Ettelbrick  agreed  with  Steinman  that  it  is 
important  to  negotiate  custody  settlements 
outside  the  courts  when  possible.  “The  point 
is,  look,  this  really  is  for  the  children,” 
Ettelbrick  said.  For  a  child  with  a  non- 
biological  parent  like  Alison  D.,  she  added, 
“What  matters  is  that  there  was  a  profound 
relationship. 

“What  I  find  upsetting  is  that  lesbian 
moms  are  falling  back  on  a  sexist, 
heterosexist  legal  system;  we’re  saying  that 
in  a  lesbian  and  gay  ethics,  that’s  not  okay.”

the  right  to  privacy. 

“The  whole  way  this  case  was  handled, 
and  especially  the  birth  control  requirement, 
is  not  coincidental  to  the  fact  that  Tracy 
Wilder  is  Black,”  said  Camp. 

“Historically,  Black  women’s  bodies  have 
been  controlled,  during  slavery  to  the 
present,”  said  Phyllis  Bailey  of  Women  of 
Color  for  Reproductive  Freedom.  “There  are 
white  men  out  there  committing  murder,  and 
they’re  not  being  sterilized,”  she  added.

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Part  of  a  process 

Elly  Bulkin  talks  about  her  life  and  about  her  latest  book

hen  I  received  a  review  copy  of  Elly 
Bulkin's  new  book,  Enter  Password: 
Recovery,  1  devoured  it  eagerly 
because  I  was  intrigued  with  the 
concept  of  the  book:  edited  journal  entries 
that,  as  a  whole,  could  synthesize  memories 
of  child  sexual  abuse,  feelings  about  Jewish 
identity,  and  the  pain  of  a  break-up  and  loss. 
All  of  these  were  experiences  1  have  sought 
to  integrate  for  myself,  yet  I  was  unsure  of 
how  to  transform  this  private  process  into  a 
work  for  the  publiceeye.  I  was  unprepared 
for  how  much  Elly  Bulkin's  experience 
would  resonate  with  my  own.  What  follows  is 
a  collaborative  edited  version  of  a 
conversation  we  had  about  the  book  and  the 
process  of  its  creation.  We  talked  when  she 
was  in  Boston  in  April  of  this  year  to  read 
from  her  work. 

Tatiana:  Enter  Password:  Recovery  is  a 
book  about  change;  recognizing  change, 
discovering  change,  changing  oneself, 
accepting  one’s  changed  self.  At  the  end, 
you  leave  us  with  the  hope  that  each 
ending  is  a  beginning.  Has  that  been  true 
for  you  in  terms  of  writing  and  publishing 
this  work? 

Elly:  Publishing  the  book  has  been  part  of 
a  process,  not  an  end  or  a  beginning.  I 
started  out  writing  on  a  computer  with  a 
computer  password  so  nobody  but  me  could 
fmd  it — this  at  a  point  when  nobody  in  my 
house  even  knew  how  to  use  a  computer.  At 
some  point,  I  decided  that  I’d  try  to  make  a 
book  out  of  it,  and  I  describe  several  of  these 
stages,  including  my  own  uncertainty  about 
whether  the  book  was  “good  enough.” 

When  did  you  first  think  of  yourself  as 
being  “a  writer”  and  then  as  “a  writer 
who  doesn’t  write?” 

I’d  never  thought  of  myself  as  a  “real” 
writer — I’ve  always  thought  of  myself  as  an 
editor  who  writes  criticism.  When  I  was 
working  on  my  piece  in  Yours  In  Struggle 
Three  Feminist  Perspectives  on  Anti- 
Semitism  and  Racism, [1984],  I’d  been 
writing  pretty  regularly — mostly  reviews  and 
articles.  Once  I  finished  that  piece,  I  felt  as 
if  I  was  never  going  to  write  again.  I  think 
that  this  new  book  is  partly  about  learning 
how  to  write  or  about  learning  how  to  be 
some  other  sort  of  writer  than  I  ever  was 
before.  Women  who’ve  read  my  reviews  of 
crticism  or  my  essay  in  Yours  in  Struggle 
have  no  background  for  reading  this  book  in 
terms  of  its  approach  and  tone.  This  is  a  very 
different  kind  of  writing  for  me.  Once  I  was 
well  into  the  second  half,  I  felt  that  for  the 
first  time  I  was  actually  writing  in  a  way  that 
was  joyful — which  is  funny  to  say  because 
much  of  what  I  write  about  is  so  painful. 

That  reminds  me  of  the  difference 
between  someone  who  can  read  music  well 
and  play  it  competently,  versus  someone 
who  becomes  a  musician.  When  I  was  a 
child  I  always  felt  I  could  read  music,  but 
that  I  wasn’t  “really  playing”  the  piano. 
What  helped  you  make  the  change  to 
“really  writing?” 

At  some  point,  I  started  to  think  about 
using  images  in  a  way  that  was  new  for  me. 
After  I’d  written  some  about  my  response  to 
the  breakup  with  Jan  [Clausen]  after  we’d 
been  together  for  over  12  years,  I  showed  it 
to  a  friend  who  said,  “This  doesn’t  tell 
people  how  it  was.  I  know  how  much  worse 
it  was.  The  only  way  to  show  it  is  to  use  a 
metaphor.”  It  was  a  poet’s  advice  at  a  time 
I’d  already  started  free-associating  in  the 
writing  and  bringing  things  in  in  an 
unplanned  way.  I’d  also  begun  playing  with 
the  prose,  so  by  the  very  end  I’d  almost  lost 
interest  in  paragraphs  written  as  traditional 
paragraphs  on  the  page,  and  the  writing 
began  to  spread  out  the  way  poetry  does.  I 
felt  a  real  sense  of  discovery  about  language. 

Ultimately,  if  I  hadn’t  thought  that  the 
book  did  something  beyond  describing  my 
personal  process,  I  wouldn’t  have  published 
it.  The  book  eventually  took  on  a  structure 
and  a  form  and  language  which  I  think  hold 
it  together. 

What  is  it  about  publishing  something 
like  this  that  makes  it  part  of  the  process 
of  personal  change?  Why  not  keep  writing 
a  private  journal? 

I’ve  never  kept  a  journal — either  before  or 


since.  This  book  is  about  secrets  and  about 
silence.  For  a  writer  to  write  something  and 
not  attempt  to  get  it  out  there  is  to  say,  “I 
can’t  say  this.”  That  just  reinforces  the  idea 
that  we  each  have  all  these  experiences 
which  are  unspeakable. 

Now,  meeting  women  who’ve  read  the 
book,  I  end  up  having  serious  discussions 
with  women  with  whom  I’d  otherwise 
discuss  where  we  grew  up  and  that  sort  of 
thing.  We  skip  over  that  and  go  to  a  whole 
different  level. 

You  talked  in  the  book  about  no  matter 
what  we  write  we  always  leave  someting 
out.  As  you  say,  we  “use  language  as 
cover,”  rather  than  to  open  up.  When  you 
were  writing,  how  did  you  make  those 
decisions  about  what  to  end  up  saying? 

Well,  for  instance,  I  talked  at  the 
beginning  about  being  indirectly  trashed 
around  issues  of  anti-Semitism  and  Jewish 
identity,  an  experience  which  I  refer  to  as 
“the  cloud.”  I  would  have  preferred  not  to 
have  to  write  about  it,  but  there  wasn’t  a  way 
to  leave  it  out  I  wasn’t  interested  in  any  of 
the  specifics  about  women  who’d  been 
involved,  but  I  did  want  to  get  back  as  much 
as  I  could  to  what  my  experience  had  been  at 
the  time.  I  wanted  to  give  just  enough 
information  about  the  experience  so  that 
people  could  understand  its  impact. 

In  the  second  half,  I  write  about  the  end  of 
my  relationship  with  Jan  and  its 
aftermath — and  I  say  several  times,  as  I  do 
with  “the  cloud”  that  “this  is  my  story,  we 
each  have  different  stories.”  That’s  really 
important  And  of  course  I  left  a  lot  out  I 
ended  up  putting  in  what  I  thought 
absolutely  needed  to  be  in  so  someone  could 
understand  the  impact  on  me  of  that  breakup. 
I  tried  to  minimize  the  things  I  said  about  Jan 
and  focus  on  my  subsequent  reaction,  which 
was  partly  about  generic  end-of-long-term 
relationship  issue — grief,  loss,  that  sort  of 
thing — and  partly  about  my  feelings  about 
her  having  gotten  involved  with  a  man  after 
12  years  of  our  being  dykes  together — not 
just  in  our  own  relationship,  but  in  terms  of 
the  lesbian  literary  community. 

How  much  did  you  think  about  the 
consequences  of  your  writing?  How  do 
you  know  the  risk  will  be  worthwhile? 

I  don’t  think  you  ever  know.  I  worried  and 
continue  to  worry  about  the  consequences  of 
the  book.  Although  it  certainly  didn’t  feel 
easy  at  first,  by  the  time  I  began  to  think  of 
publishing  my  manuscript,  I  found  it 
comparitively  easy  to  write  about  child 
sexual  abuse  because  we  know  that  there  are 
those  bad  people  who  abused  us  when  we 
were  little  kids — it’s  a  very  unambiguous 
and  it’s  also  something  that  a  fair  amount  has 
been  written  about.  It  was  more  difficult  for 
me  to  write  about  the  other  things.  Someone 
who  wrote  me  after  reading  the  book  said 
she  thought  I  was  writing  about  the 
intersection  between  what  they  do  to  us  and 
what  we  do  to  each  other.  It’s  much  harder  to 
talk  about  what  we  do  to  each  other.  The 
whole  question  of  ethics  in  writing  is  really 
important.  Jan  and  I  had  negotiated  a 
separation  agreement,  and  originally,  at  my 
insistence,  we’d  agreed  not  to  write  personal 
memoir  type  of  things  for  10  years.  When  I 
realized  I’d  have  to  stop  the  writing  I’d 
started,  I  requested  a  modification  and  she 
agreed  that  we  could  each  write  whatever  we 
wanted  to  about  the  other  person.  I  also  had 
permission  from  everyone  else  who’s  named 
in  the  book.  I  never  quoted  someone  or 
described  an  interaction  with  someone  who’s 
identified  who  hadn’t  looked  at  what  I’d 
written  and  said  it  was  fine.  So  I  did  edit 
some  things  out. 

I  was  wondering  why  it  was  important 
to  you  to  use  your  friends’  real  names,  in 
the  sense  that  because  many  of  your 
friends  were  writers  it  could  contribute  to 
people  wanting  to  read  the  book  because 
of  curiosity  about  these  women. 

I  don’t  want  to  encourage  women  to  read 
the  book  for  that  reason.  The  only  person 
you  leant  huge  amounts  about  is  me.  The 
book  is  about  me  with  my  friendship 
network  as  spokes  on  a  wheel.  I  thought 
about  not  using  women’s  names,  but  these 
are  my  friends,  these  are  the  women  who 
took  care  of  me  when  I  was  a  wreck,  and  still 
do,  so  it  seemed  very  weird  to  me  to  identify 


them  with  first  initials.  For  example,  both 
talking  to  Judith  McDaniel  and  reading  early 
drafts  of  her  book  about  her  recovery  from 
alcoholism  [Metamorphosis  and  Other 
Reflections  on  Recovery ]  were  very  useful  to 
my  own  process.  I  use  quotes  from  her  work 
in  a  couple  of  my  epigraphs  as  a  way  of 
acknowledging  this  influence;  it  would  have 
been  distorting  to  make  it  seem  as  if  my 
friend  Judith  was  someone  other  than  the 
writer  Judith.  Also,  there’s  a  discussion  of 
“the  cloud”  at  the  very  beginning  which  is 
related  to  an  early  draft  of  Sinking,  Stealing 
and  other  references  to  Jan’s  writing  which 
are  very  germane.  Our  relationship  has  been 
a  part  of  the  public  record  for  too  long  for 
me  to  be  able  to  write  about  it  as  if  nobody 
knew  who  she  was. 

I  was  very  moved  by  the  story  about 
“the  cloud”  Somehow  it  really  hit  home  to 
me.  I  didn’t  know  whether  I  was  most 
affected  by  the  issue  of  trashing  other 
women  and  our  inability  to  be  direct  with 
each  other  in  a  community,  or  the  issue  of 
the  accusation  that  you  weren’t  a  “good 
enough”  Jew.  This  seems  like  one  of  the 
harshest  charges  to  make  against  Jews.  It 
somehow  speaks  to  a  very  deep  fear  in  me. 

I  was  never  directly  charged.  The  attack 
was  directed  at  Jan — but  I  was  clearly  being 
held  responsible  for  a  draft  which  someone 
described  as  containing  “an  enormous 
amount  of  clearly  articulated  hatred  of  Jews 
throughout.”  I  got  a  letter  from  a  Jewish 
woman  who  said  that  she  was  sorry  I’d 
decided  not  to  join  “our”  movement  of 
Jewish  pride. 

The  book  is  not  simply  about  Jewish 
identity,  or  about  whether  I’d  done  exactly 
the  “right  thing”  at  every  moment  as  a 
Jewish  feminist,  but  it’s  about  how  that 
experience  connects  with  other  pieces  of  my 
life  and  became  immobilizing.  This  is  a  very 
different  process  from  when  any  of  us  says 
something  or  writes  something  and  someone 
says,  “I  thinks  that’s  anti-Semitic  or  racist,” 
or  something  like  that.  I’m  talking  about 
another  level.  There  has  to  be  a  clear

omething  crazy  will  be  happening  at 
MIT  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  this 
weekend.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with 
technology  and  it’s  anything  but 
institutional.  It’s  rude  and  raucous, 
political  and  funny,  decidedly  a  la  mode,  and 
it  may  change  the  way  you  think  about  gay 
life  in  the  1990s. 

It’s  the  Emma  Goldman  Gypsy  Players, 
and  they  have  been  touring  the  country  for 
several  months  with  their  show.  Fairy  Tales, 
Faerie  Tails.  The  performance  will  benefit 
Queer  Nation  Boston.  The  Emma  Goldman 
Gypsy  Players  are  a  branch  of  the  Radical 
Faerie  movement.  The  three  men  met  at  a 
Faerie  Gathering  and  began  performing 
informally  on  the  Faerie  circut  around  the 
country.  Their  credo  is  Emma  Goldman’s 
description  of  modern  theater  as  “the 
dynamite  which  undermines  superstition, 
shakes  the  social  pillars,  and  prepares  men 
and  women  for  the  reconstruction.”  The 
Players  have  backgrounds  in  professional 
theater  and  street  theater.  They  “went  public” 
and  launched  their  first  national  tour  last 
spring. 

“Bizarre”  doesn’t  begin  to  describe  Fairy 
Tales,  Faerie  Tails,  a  collection  of  original 
skits  and  special  material,  that  is 
improvisation  with  a  capital  “I.”  It’s  singing 
and  dancing  and  25  (count  ’em)  costume 
changes.  It’s  street  theater  indoors. 

The  eponymous  Tails  are  three  gay  men: 
B.J.  Anastsio,  Maxeen  Weinstein,  and  Spree. 
I  interviewed  them  by  telephone  recently 
while  they  were  resting  from  their  national 
tour  for  a  few  days  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska  (“A 
nice,  quiet  little  Midwest  town.”) 

“If  you  ever  thought  it  was  impossible  to 
laugh  about  AIDS,”  says  Spree,  “come  see 
our  show.” 

AIDS  is  only  one  of  the  hot  topics  the 
Tails  tackle  in  their  revue.  Other  targets  of 
their  queer  perspective  include  gay  visibility, 
feminism,  racism,  violence,  gender, 
imperialism,  militarism,  the  environment, 
corruption  and  greed,  faerie  fashion,  and  bad 
taste.  “Bad  taste  is  still  tasteful,”  says  Spree. 

“Audience  participation  is  a  definite 
possibility,”  adds  Maxeen.  “It  depends  on 
what  you’re  wearing.”  Kind  of  like  Let's 
Make  a  Deal.  Audience  members  are  invited 


distinction  made  between  what  I  think  is 
responsible  criticism  and  something  that 
goes  beyond  that  to  become  very  personal 
and  very  sweeping  and  totally  dismissive. 

You  see  the  recovery  that  each  person 
has  to  experience  as  different,  and  there’s 
the  sense  that  we’re  not  recovering 
something  that  we  were  before,  but 
something  new.  I  feel  that  sometimes  in 
the  recovery  movement  there’s  the 
danger  that  the  process  by  which  people 
“recover”  is  assumed  to  be  very  similar. 

When  I  began  to  look  at  this  for  myself,  I 
didn’t  have  women  in  my  life  who  were 
talking  to  me  about  child  sexual  abuse  or 
incest,  but  I  was  talking  to  people  about 
alcoholism.  Also  alcoholism  and  substance 
abuse  have  a  physiological  base,  which  is  a 
whole  additional  component. 

With  the  issue  of  alcoholism,  what 
were  the  things  you  learned  in  terms  of 
teh  ways  you  connected  with  people  who 
grew  up  in  alcoholic  homes  or  are 
recovering  alcoholics? 

When  I  was  beginning  to  deal  with  the 
issue  of  my  own  sexual  abuse,  what  was 
really  useful  to  me  might  have  been  just  their 
ability  to  do  it — to  say,  this  isn’t  good  for  me 
and  I  need  to  make  some  radical  changes  and 
to  take  those  risks.  I  see  it  less  as  specifics 
and  more  role  modeling.  It  was  useful  to  me 
to  see  that  one  could  live  through  such  a 
process  and  come  out  the  other  side. 

Judith  has  a  poem  in  Metamorphosis  about 
how  she  drank  not  to  feel.  And  I  always 
thought  this  poem  was  really  about  not 
feeling,  about  getting  through  certain  social 
circumstances  without  having  any 
connection  to  how  you  felt.  And  my 
response  to  that  was  that  I  did  that  and  I 
didn’t  need  to  drink.  So  you  get  there  in 
different  ways. 

For  each  of  us,  when  we  start  a  process  of 
change  and  growth,  we  don’t  know  exactly

to  bring  props,  as  well.  One  of  the  highlights 
of  the  show  involves  something  torrid  the 
Tails  do  with  Spree’s  “major”  toy  telephone 
collection,  which  has  to  be  seen  to  be 
believed.  (Spree  has  been  collecting 
telephones  since  high  school,  and  it’s  been  a 
long  time  since  high  school.) 

Is  it  a  family  fun  show?  “It  depends  on  the 
family,”  says  B.J.  “We  played  for  Maxeen’s 
family  in  Lake  Tahoe,  and  they  loved  it.” 
Maxeen’s  mother,  who  lives  in  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan,  is  a  kind  of  booking  agent  for  the 
show.  She  answers  the  telephone  for  them 
and  towards  their  mail,  anyway. 

Lesbians  love  Faerie  Tails,  too.  An 
enthusiastic  audience  of  dykes  in  Boulder, 
Colorado  couldn’t  get  enough  of  the  Tails. 
Straight  people  can  also  expect  to  get  off  on 
the  show,  according  to  Maxeen. 

“We  have  a  repertory  set  of  skits  we  do,” 
says  Spree,  “and  we  do  different  skits  in 
different  places,  whatever  we  think  is 
appropriate.” 

“Just  about  every  skit  right  now  is 
political,”  adds  B.J.,  “but  a  lot  of  times 
political  stuff  comes  from  very  personal 
places — dealing  with  the  choices  you  have  to 
make  in  daily  life.” 

I  asked  the  Tails  to  talk  about  some  of  the 
places  their  tour  has  taken  them.  Missoula, 
Montana  was  the  most  obscure  one, 
according  to  B.J.  The  Tails  had  expected  to 
find  an  arch-conservative,  neo-Nazi 
atmosphere  prevailing  in  Missoula,  but  they 
were  surprised  by  the  overwhelming 
response  they  received  in  this  liberal  college 
town.  They  played  to  an  SRO  audience. 
“People  brought  their  kids,”  said  B.J. 

In  Ben,  Oregon,  (“A  very  closeted  town”) 
the  Tails  played  in  a  combination  antiques 
shop/gay  discotheque  called  Buffet  Flats.  In 
Santa  Cruz,  California,  they  had  to  build 
their  own  stage  in  a  little  cafe  behind  a 
courthouse.  And  in  Wenatchee,  Washington, 
they  played  in  a  courtroom.  “We  used  the 
judge’s  chambers  for  a  dressing  room,”  says 
Spree.  “Of  course,  I  tried  on  the  judge’s 
robes.”  A  smart  sash  and  some  pearls  really 
made  the  outfit  come  together. 

When  the  Tails  performed  for  ACT  UP  in 
Boulder,  Spree  had  to  get  down  on  his  hands 
and  knees  like  Cinderellla  to  scrub  a  janitor’s 
closet  the  boys  were  using  for  a  dressing

what’s  going  to  happen.  We  think  that  we’re 
in  this  relationship,  it’s  a  good  relationship; 
we  have  these  friends,  we’ve  known  them 
for  years.  Things  change  for  one  person  and 
suddenly  some  of  the  friends  we  used  to 
hang  out  with  are  not  talking  about  the  things 
we’re  talking  about,  and  I  think  there’s  a 
tremendous  sense  of  loss  about  that.  I’ve 
gotten  out  of  intimate  touch  with  some  of  my 
friends  simply  because  I  zigged  and  they 
didn’t. 

You  talk  about  how  at  some  point  you 
went  through  the  emergency 
stage — delving  into  the  experience  of 
having  been  sexually  abused  as  a  child, 
reading  books —  yet  I  have  the  sense  that 
experience  is  not  separate  from  the  other 
secrets  that  existed  in  your  family:  your 
brother  being  sent  away,  your  mother’s 
illness,  your  parents’  reaction  to  you  as  a 
tomboy — all  of  those  things.  Do  you  think 
it’s  important  to  separate  out  the  effects  of 
sexual  abuse  alone? 

I  see  that  experience  as  being  totally 
linked  to  my  brother  being  sent  away  to 
some  special  school  at  about  the  same 
time — and  I  don’t  remember  whether  it  was 
before  or  after  I  was  sexually  abused  at  age 
five  by  the  super  in  my  building.  I  think  it’s 
all  very  tied  in  with  my  sense  that  I’ve 
always  been  a  lesbian  and  my  parents 
worried  about  it  when  I  was  in  elementary 
school.  So  it’s  hard  to  take  one  of  those  three 
pieces  out — they  all  reinforced  each  other. 

This  is  odd,  but  I  also  have  a  brother 
who  was  mysteriously  sent  away  for  a 
year  and  we  never  talked  about  it.  I 
believed  that  my  brother  was  sent  away 
because  he  had  this  very  intense  and 
problematic  relationship  to  my  mother 
and  she  couldn’t  stand  his  being  in  the 
house.  But  no  one  has  ever  talked  about  it. 
I  guess  it’s  just  part  of  the  incredible 
silence  about  anything  emotional  that  I 
grew  up  with. 

You  also  write  that  you  grew  up  in  a 
family  that  viewed  emotional  expression 
with  suspicion.  And  that  was  a  central 
theme  throughout  the  book.  Those  things 
are  very  deeply  ingrained.  How  much  do 
you  think  it’s  possible  to  change  those 
ways  of  being? 

I  think  it’s  possible  to  change  some  of 
them.  Writing  first  under  under  a  computer 
lock  and  then  ending  up  with  a  book  out  in 
the  world  have  been  tremendously  important 
to  me.  I  used  the  manuscript  in  its  early 
stages,  and  the  letter  I  wrote  to  Judith  was 
where  I  started  to  pull  the  various  strands 
together,  to  start  to  break  out  of  how  I’d 
been.  Part  of  what  happened  was  it  really 
changed  interactions,  almost  entirely  for  the 
better.  It  did  have  a  significant  effect  in  terms 
of  friendships  with  several  women. 

Also  going  through  this  process  has 
enabled  me  to  become  a  “consenting 
mother.”  It’s  made  me  look  closely  at  a  lot 
of  issues  around  my  childhood  where  I  had 
felt  unparented  or  badly  parented — I  think 
that  specifically  about  my  being  a  lesbian 
(totally  unacceptable,  again  messages  that 
were  never  spoken,  although  my  mother  did 
take  me  to  a  therapist  when  I  was  in  the  fifth 
or  sixth  grade  and  that  was  clearly  her 
concern).  Looking  at  those  things  made  me 
see  how  my  feelings  about  how  I  had  been 
parented  had  made  me  fairly  unfit  to  be  a 
good  parent  because  I’d  been  angry  at 
having  to  parent  at  all.  So  I  do  see  my 
feelings  about  being  a  mother  as  having 
undergone  a  major  change. 

You  say  that  in  some  ways  the  Ruth 
Seid  [pen  name — Jo  Sinclair]  section  is 
the  central  moment  of  the  book.  Why  do 
you  say  that? 

Much  of  the  book  is  about  my  Jewish 
identity.  I  see  some  of  the  entries  in  the 
second  half  as  meditations  on  my  own 
lesbian  identity.  The  Seid  section  brings 
these  two  pieces  together  because  in  it  I  go 
back  to  an  earlier  generation  and 
find — whether  in  the  finished  book  that  she 
published  as  Wasteland  (1946)  or  in  the  early 
draft  of  the  book  that  she  later  published  as 
The  Changelings  (1955) — Jewish  lesbians 
who  were  radical:  one  a  writer,  both  with 
clear  anti-racist  politics.  Debby,  the  lesbian 
in  Wasteland,  is  very  strongly  Jewish- 
idenufied.  Being  able  to  find  these  images, 
bolhe  published  and  unpublished,  was 
important  to  me  because  in  my  Bronx  Jewish 
neighborhood  I’d  learned  that  Jewish 
lesbians  didn't  exist  and  I  needed  to  find  out 
that  they — we — did  exist.  I  could  have  read 
Wasteland  as  a  teenager,  since  it  was 


published  in  1946.  In  the  1942  draft,  the 
adolescent  Jewish  girl  who  eventually 
became  the  Vincent  in  The  Changelings  at 
one  point  dresses  up  in  her  brother’s  tie  and 
suit  when  the  family  is  out  and  is  very 
clearly  in  love  with  her  girlfriend. 

I  was  interested  in  your  writing  about 
becoming  more  comfortable  with  Jewish 
ritual. 

I  became  more  comfortable  with  the 
possiblities  of  ritual  at  about  the  same  time  I 
started  remembering  the  sexual  abuse.  So  I 
see  them  as  two  tracks  that  are  both  parallel 
and  intersecting,  part  of  a  larger  opening  up. 

I  started  the  book  with  a  quote  from  Yoel 
Kahn,  who’s  a  gay  rabbi,  at  the  Havdalah 
[ritual  marking  the  end  of  Sabbath] 
sponsored  by  the  New  Jewish  Agenda  the 
night  before  the  1987  March  on  Washington 
for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights.  That  was  a 
wonderful  ritual — it  was  done  in  the  Jewish 
lesbian  and  gay  context  which  was  very 
responsive  to  where  I  was.  I  still  sometimes 
have  a  hard  time  with  rituals,  depending  on 
the  setting  and  the  language.  I  wasn’t  raised 
as  someone  who  wait  to  synagogue  and  had 
many  of  the  Jewish  rituals  ingrained  in  me, 
so  some  of  it’s  a  new  learning  experience. 

You  write  about  how  the  civil 
disobedience  at  the  Supreme  Court  was 
in  some  way  a  spiritual  moment  or  a 
transcendent  moment  and  at  the  end  you 
describe  your  affinity  group  as  coming 
into  “perfect  focus”  for  the  camera  of 
history.  Why  did  you  put  JEB’s  picture  of 
the  CD  action  on  the  back  of  the  book? 

The  process  I  described  was  made 
possible  by  a  lot  of  other  women,  almost 
entirely  lesbian  women.  I  never  wanted  to 
have  just  my  picture  on  the  back  of  the  book. 
It’s  sort  of  the  same  reason  why  in  a  very 
personal  book  I  have  10  pages  of  notes  in  the 
back:  there  are  different  ways  in  which  I 
want  to  acknowledge  the  people  and  writing 
and  events  that  influenced  me.  The  process  I 
was  describing  involved  getting  out  of 
isolation. 

I  used  the  picture  because  it’s  very  much 
about  lesbian  activism.  A  lot  of  what’s  been 
written  lately  suggests  that  there’s  a 
separation  between  those  of  us  doing 
political  work  and  those  of  us  in  some  sort  of 
recovery.  I’m  trying  to  say  that  we’re  the 
same  people — dealing  with  recovery  issues 
doesn’t  mean  that  we’ve  given  up  on 
political  action  and  political  change. 

I’ve  always  felt  that  photo  was  something 
of  a  gift.  Few  people  are  fortunate  enough  to 
have  a  picture  taken  of  them  when  they’re 
doing  exactly  what  they  want  to  be  doing  in 
the  world.

In  an  impromptu  show  somewhere  in  the 
Utah  desert,  two  of  the  Tails  did  a  little 
public  kissing  in  front  of  a  deli/gas  station 
where  they  had  stopped  to  fuel  up  their  van 
(which  has  a  big  pink  triangle  on  the  side). 
Disgruntled  locals  made  things  unpleasant. 
“Being  visible  and  queer  brings  stares  in 
small  towns,”  says  Maxeen.  “It’s 
uncomfortable.  But  there  have  been  bright 
spots  and  acceptance  in  surprising  places.” 

“It’s  tiring,  being  on  the  road,”  adds  B.J. 
The  Tails  do  have  some  fun,  though,  when 
their  hosts  in  the  towns  they  play  set  them  up 
on  dates. 

What  about  their  names? 

“B.J.,”  for  the  literal-minded  among  you, 
does  not  mean  what  you  think  it  means. 

Maxeen,  a  faerie  with  a  definite  flair,  says 
his  name  in  Hebrew  is  identical  to  “Mark.” 

Spree  (rhymes  with  “shopping”)  found  his 
name  at  a  Halloween  Faerie  Gathering  some 
years  ago.  The  story’s  not  easy  to  follow,  but 
it  involves  two  faeries  called  “The  Consuelo 
Sisters,”  a  Mexican  cantina,  clay  facial 
masks  with  makeup  on  top  of  them,  and  the 
movie  Sunset  Boulevard. 

The  Tails  were  watching  Black  Rain  on 
television  and  resting  their  poor  gay  nerves 
when  I  spoke  to  them.  Tomorrow  they  would 
be  off  on  the  road  again  in  their  gypsy  van, 
headed  for  fun  times  and  new  adventures  in 
Columbia,  Missouri.
